Tokyo, rho Japanese Soclallsi 
Parly has held Its regular con- 
gress under tho slogans ol inien- 
slf lea lion of the flRhl against Uw 
Liberal Dsmocra tic government s 
policy to speed up militarist 
preparations to the detriment ol 
the economic situation of the 
working penplu. Tlie congiesa 
has adopted o programme of ac- 
tion for (he parly to Implement 
In 1903. The programme stresses 
the oeed foi unity among all 
the democratic forces tn theli 
struggle against ihe reactionary 
policies by the ruling circles 
aimed to speed up aims race 
and to consolidate iho Japanese- 
American security treaty which 
is becoming increasingly oggres- 
si vo In character. The document 
expresses a profound concorn 


over the demands by the Rea- 
gan admlnl si ration that Japan 
should Increase lls military ex- 
penditure and that Tokyo should 
become an active part In the 
global nuclear strategy devised 
tn Washington. 

The congress has spotten 
against the attempts to revise 
the anil- war douses In the Ja- 
panese Constitution. The at- 
tempts by Ihe military circles to 
revise the pence clauses are 
brought with the danger that Ja- 
pan may become a military 
power. In this situation, the So- 
cialist Party sees it as Its duty to 
put a reliable barrier to the mo- 
vement towards the revival ol 
militarism, stresses the resolu- 
tion adopted by the convention.

Managua, rtws crimes by the

the territory o< that country and 
to present Ihe terror 1st raids by 
the Somoza gangs as an Intel nal 
affair for the Nicaraguans to 
settle among themselves. Many 
political leaders and newspapers 


In the United States. Honduras 
and in other countries of the 
world, noted tho statement, have 
repeatedly denounced the Inter- 
venUonlai plans by the Reagan 
administration against the Sen- 
dinlsta Revolution which Include 
a provocation of an armed con- 
flict between Honduras and Ni- 
caragua. 

Tits Nicaraguan Foreign Min- 
istry bar colled on the Hon- 
duran government to givo up Its 
participation In Ihe aggressive 
pie ns designed by Washington 
and to start a peaceful dialogue 
to normalize tho relations be- 
tween the two counirLes.

Cruise 
missiles 
for B-52s 

Now York. The Air Pores ol 
(he United Slates has slatted to 
equip its fleel ol B-52 bomben 
with nuclear Cruise missiles. 

Newspaper reports say uu 
the first squadron of Ihe bom- 
bers carrying Cruise missiles on 
board has been put on combat 
duty at tbe Grifllss air base In 
the slate of New York. Each ol 
the 10 bombere carries 12 lone- 
range missiles each of which 
can be fired at the distance of 
up to 2,400 km. All In all. the 
Pentagon wants to have two 
hundred B-52a under ihe 
Strategic Air Command to car- 
ry these weapons on board. 
Analysing this step, a commen- 
tator for the CDS television net- 
work said that the programme 
for equipping B-52s with Cruise 
missiles is the most substantial 
addition to tho American 
nuclear strategic arsenal since 
the adoption ol MIRVs early in 
the 70s. 

The deployment of the Cruise 
missiles Is part of the pm- 
gramme of an unprecedented 
buildup In the American offen- 
sive potential which was an- 
nounced by Pt«rsUk*ni kMRan 
for l he 00s.

It was ■ rather vniuual appll- 
caot who laced the acting da* 
payment's admission board at 
the Institute ot Cinematography 
In Moscow early In tbo 00a — a 
young man from Odessa full ol 
laughter and Jokes and sporting 
pn impossible argot. To cap II 
all, ha was very Indifferent to 
Whether he would be admitted 
es a student or not. The admis- 
sion board did not like btm at 
all, and lie was only laved 
through the Intervention from 
Sorgo! Gerasimov, the famous 
film director, actor amt educa- 
tor. 

This was Uio first lime that 
life, which had uot very often 
smiled on Nikolai Gubenko, gave 
him IIS ant big favour. Bora 
during the war, lie soon lost 
both parents, and lie grew up 
In no orphanage. Mo play-acted 
In an amateur society, received 
an education at a hoarding 
school, made some money es an 
extra at a local Iheatra aod 
dreamed of becoming an actor. 
After tilts dream had nearly 
come true, he did not allow him- 
self to go stack or relax. Being 
a college student, he alio at- 
tended desses at the circus 
school where he learnt the art 


,-*v 
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of acrobat, a Juggler, and a 
down. Ail this came In bandy. 
After graduation bo Joined the 
Taganka Theatre which had 
been only recently established 
and was already In vogue. It 
was required of Its acton to 
have an almost "dreuay" com* 
maud oi the body, expressive 
plasticity and acting techniques. 

Gubenko ployed leading rotes 
in nearly all the famous Tagan- 
ka productions — “Tbo Good 
Woman ot Sotxuan", “Ten Days 
That Shook the World”, "A 
Karo ol Out Times” and others. 
Earlier, he had made his (list 
appearance In the cinema play* 
Ing )n a very successful film— 
Marlon KhuUtyev'a *'i Am 
Twenty”. 

From this part on, Gubenko 
has recommended himself as a 
vigorous and strong actor pos- 
sessing high professional stand- 
ards. Ills subsequent cinema ap- 
pearances have shown that he 
has quite a few fortes, and that 
lie tends to be an eccentric actor 
for character pails. With an 
equal ease he played people like 
the legendary army Leader Biyu- 
kher In “No password Needed" 
and an almost operetta-llke ro- 
gue Yasbka Baronchtk in “The 


First Courier”. Ranged between 
these ItVO poles have been other, 
no less different, parts played 
no less brilliantly. However, 
very soon, despite nit these sue* 
cesses, Gubenko felt <llssaU9llcd. 

The passive nature ot Ihe ac- 
tor's profession did not suit this 
highly active, vigorous and tem- 
peramental man. He left Ihe 
thcalro and again enrolled as a 
student at the Institute of Cine- 
matography this time to learn to 
bo a lUm director. Success look 
some time to come tn this pro- 
fession. He began by making 
two not very successful films, 
but hit third — "Shaken Bui 
Not Crushed” brought Gubenko 
to the tore not only as one of 
Uia most talented Soviet (Urn 
directors — It has mode blm fa- 
mous, and brought him love and 
admiration from his audiences, 
as well as numerous awards. 

The film Immediately became 
an outstanding event In the So- 
viet cultural life because It was 
a life story of a generation of a 
childhood signed by the war. 
This was a generation ol people 
who because of their burns had 
had to travel the hard road ol 
moral dovelopmonl before they 
regained what they had missed 
—kindness, tolerance, and abili- 
ty to forgtve. 

Over the past few years, Gu- 
benko has seldom appeared 
•M her sa director or actor. How- 
ever, all his works arc marked 
with a seal of talent. Taka Us 
part In the Him, *1 Ask for tho 
Floor”, or bis later work as a 
director In "From the Life of 
Hollday-Maker9". Besides, we 
shall In the near future are him 
as a theatre actor, aa, following 
the death of one of the leading 
actors of the Taganka Theatre, 
Vladimir Vysotsky, who was 
author and performer of popular 
songs, Gubenko has returned to 
tlie theatre to replace Ns collea- 
gue In many parts. 


MASTER OF RUSSIAN PORTRAIT 


"I see myself like In a mir- 
ror but this mirror Hatters me", 
wrote Alexander Pushkin about 
his portrait by Orest Kiprensky. 
At that lime ihe painting was m 
ihe poet's study. 

But now this portrait la the 
central exhibit of a display that 
opened In the Tretyakov Art 
Gallery. Devoted to the birth 
bicentenary of the outstanding 
Russian arUtt Orest Kiprensky 
(1782-1836) the exhibition In- 
cludes about 70 paintings and 
more than 300 drawings from 
many art museums of the coun- 
try. 

The master created a unique 
portrait gallery of his famous 
contemporaries. On display are 
the portraits of poets, among 
them V, Zhukovsky, K. Batyush- 
kov, I. Krylov, N. Gnedlch and 
the Decembrists. 

Kiprensky painted with anima- 
tion the heroic “children" ot 
1012 — soldiers, officers and mi- 
litiamen. Ha was the first painter 
to take up the peasant theme, 
creating a aeries of akatches 
about rural children. 

Charm and kindness radiate 
Hie faces of women which have 
reached us through decades 
thanks to ihe oil of Kiprensky, 
They became tho embodiment qf 
Ihe romantic ideal of. the opoch. 
Visitors can become acquainted 
with the portraits of Russian act- 
ress Yekaterina Semyonova, 
Anna Olenina — ' a woman ex- 
tolled by Pushkin. 

The exhibits also Include many 
formerly unknown works of tho

Tho first Soviet jazz band 
was organized in 1922 under 
the leadership of Valentin Por* 
nakh, a well-known poet and 
musician. The first concert was 
given at tho Stale Lunacharsky 
Institute of Dramatic Art. The 
Soviet fan school is now one 
of the best in Europe. By de- 
veloping Its good traditions, the 
Soviet musicians succeed at in- 
ternational jazz festivals and 
contests. 

A aeries of soirees end con- 
certs has been started at the 
hospitable Central Artists Club 
In Moscow to mark 80 years ol 
Soviet jazz. 


Muscovites and visitors in
